Md one o'clock today with a beauti- 
ful afternoon in prospect and every- 
thing in readiness for a successful jour 
days of pleasure, the Edmonton exhibi- 
tion of 18 was declared open by His 
Honor Lieutenant Governor Bulyea, 
in the presenee of directors of the ns- 
Sociation, judges and spectators, who 
crowded around the grand stand where 
his honor «stood. He was escorted to 
the grounds and attended by a guard 
of honor chosen from A squadron Al- 
herta rifles, under command of Sergt. 
Major Hopkins. . The guard of honor 
Was composed of 1 sub-altern, 12 non- 
commissioned officers and men and 
one trumpeter, The governor's aides 
Were Major Baundera,® Capt. Worsley 
and Lieut, Forster. Musie. was fur- 
Tasted by ihe citizens’ band, who 
Jooked trim in their new uniforms and 
Jurnished good music. 

His honor the lieutenant governor 
in openitg referred to the prospects of 
4 hountitul harvest and the magnfi- 
cent growing weather with which the 
province of Alberta has been blessed 
during the past two months. The 
great need at the present time was 
sunshine and warmth and Alberta, he 
Wee sore,would be true to her traditions 
in this pegard. The prospects were 
that the fair would be a great success, 
The display of cattle was larger than 
ever beiore, the horses were of a bet- 
ter class than ever shown here and 
the races gave every indication of be- 
Ing the best ever seen in this part of 
the province, He then tormally de

New Post Office Burned. 

The market presented the most im- 
posing blaze and sparks from it caus- 
ed a big importing establishment cn 
Notre Dame street to catch on fire. 
The Bell Telephone exchange and the 
new seventy thousand dollar post 
office are in ruins, 

A seene of confusion and terror was 
the interior of the jail which was 
right in the burning area. The jail 
Was unusually full and the prisoners 
clamored to get free. Things indeed 
looked so serious that preparations 
were made to release them, but this 
was rendered unnecessary. 

Among the chief factors in the fire 
fighting was valuable aid rendered Ly 
the 86th regiment and the lith Argen- 
teuil Rangers, who are in) summer 
camp. . The troops set to work in dis- 
ciplined fashion as though born fire 
fighters. To them is largely due the 
preservation of order and the keeping 
down of a pani¢e. Details of volun- 
teers ussisted in the salvage of goods. 
Others furnished guards for the sal- 
vage of household goods, which’ were 
piled up in the public parks. 

The removal of the remains of 
Madame Miliu from her son’s grocery 
store gave rise to the rumor that the

The fire started in a shed behind 2 
livery stable, from an unknown 
cause, Although the electric lighting 
plant is ont of business, the doome 
area is well lighted tonight by flames 
irom the burning debris. The devast- 
ated area covers fully a square mile 
from the top of Notre Dame strect 
down to the water front. Citizens de- 
clare that the conflagration will parai- 
yze business for twenty-fivé years. It 
is caleulated that only about one- 
third of the loss is covered by in- 
surance. 

It now estimated the total fire 
loss will reach two millions, about 
one-third being covered by insurance, 
so about a million and a quarter will 
fall directly on the merchants, store- 
keepers and house holders. The town 
may be obliged to conduct the major 
portion of its business in the mart of 
canvas if the suggestions made today 
at a citizens’ meeting are carried into 
effect, Most of the provisions of the 
stores being destroyed, there is 4 
scarcity of goods, and the demand is 
being made on Montreal for supplies.

He made a pronounced success of his 
work in the house and at the same 
time he was extremely popular in his 
district, carrying it for the Republican 
ocket against J. Adam Hede, who 
was his Demoeratic opponent.

Towne came trom a 6tate which was 
normally for sound money, but he be- 
came deeply infected with the free 
coinage theories.

Hansard Report, June 8, 1908. 
Mr. Foster—I remember that in this 
House not long ago a speech was made 


by my hon, ffiend the minister of the 
interior in which he took up as one 
braneh oof this subject the question 
of forest reserves and showed the im- 
mense importance of having forest. re- 
serves made and made quickly 60 
that there should not be any longer 
delay, He was go0d enough to reer 
at that time to some remarks on the 
same subject, and I understood that 
the government and the minister of 
the interior very heartily subseribed 
to those ideas as they were brought 
out in the general discussion in the 
House. it the minister has done no- 
thing it rather goes to support what 
was said in the debate in the House 
tome iour months ago that whilst in- 
formation has been “being gathered” 
and while the statements have been 
favorable to euch a policy the Domin- 
ion government is letting year after 
year pass practically without doing 
anything. Of course it is of no use to 
have forest reserves unless the gov: 
ernment at the same time go in for a 
system of preserving the water flow 
of the country as well, that is setting 
apart the reservoir sites so that the 
Waters which would otherwise be wast- 
ed in overflows might be preserved 
and be made very useful in the later 
time when the water was more neccs- 
sary. The minister knows very well 
safe the United States government 
has spent millions of money and in- 
wugurated a really wonderful policy in 
that direction taking hold of the for- 
est slopes and of the arid regions and 
by a system of water dams or reser- 
voirs really turning millions of acres, 
formerly arid and of no use, into very 
eligible lands which they are selling 
at a Jarge advanee and out of which 
they will recoup themselves for all 
the expenses they haye gone to and 
more, But what is of more importance 
is that at the same time they are keep 
ing the forest reserves and turnin 
arid lands into «eplendid agricultur, 
lands and thus filling up the count 
with a very eligible populaiion who 
fo to these lands and do small farm- 
ing in a tidy and intensive way, mak- 
ing themselves the best producing 
citizens in the agricultural line. 

The minister today tells us that there 
are only three reserves, one of thou 
the Banff, which we have had ever 
since we remember anything almest 
in our Northwest history, then this 
little picayune Watertown one, a town- 
ship or a township and a half whieh 
really can hardiy be called a reserva- 
tion and the other one intersected b: 
the national transcontinental railway, 
Those are the three at the present 
lime and that is all we have, Does 
the minister not think that this is one 
of the most important questions that 
could engage the attention of his d-- 
partment and does he not think that 
most valuable time is possing while 
he is doing nothing? Ise there not the 
possibility that the timber areas and 
water supplics will have passed into 
the hands of private parties betore the 
tovernment inaugurates a comprehen- 
sive policy of reserves? The minister 
comes from the west and knows that 
there is nothing which so agitates the 
people of that country and will agi- 
tate them as this very question, I read 
a most striking statement by Proivs- 
sor Robertson not more than three 
weeks ugo in which he realiy called a 
halt to the self-glorification in) which 


we have been indulging as to the 
mighty things we are doing in the 
west. He pointed out that we are in 


reality doing nothing in the west ex- 
cept shearing the tleece off and mak- 
Ing no return or preparation for sub- 
sequent growth, that there is nothing 
like intensive farming and really no 
proper guarding of the reserves in wat- 
er, forests and coal, but that we are 
simply taking all that comes in eight 
and laying up no reserve force for a 
rainy day. That process has taken 
place in the United States and the 
United States government has only re- 
cently, under President Roosevelt, 
taken up that large and broad system 
oi reserves and of bringing in to the 
@esistance of nature, natures forces, 
which heretofore have been allowed 
to go to waste and to become destrue- 
tive, 

Now, we in Canada cannot com- 
mence too soon in that business, The 
jertility of our Northwest depends on 
our taking care of our forest reserves 
and looking alter our resources of 
inoisture, In the southern estates and 
throughout the western state the im- 
mwenee losses from sudden overflow 
are year after year becoming more and 
more onerous, and men who give their 
attention to the subject point out that 
these losses ariee very largely from 
the denudation of the forest areas, We 
cannot commence at this work too 
early; yet | ain afraid that the min- 
ister is pottering around on non-es- 
sentials instead of giving full force 
to this very important consideration 
Some one pereuades him to build out 
here a sort of Castle of Chillon ‘in 
which to immure fifteen or sixteen us- 
trononiers who will try to discover a 
new ring around a planet or the tail 
of a comet in some far-off nebula. 
$150,000 has gone-into that venture; 
but $190,000 put into this other matter 
would yieid greater results to this 
country, and the stars might be allow- 
ed to cavort around a> little longer 
without being subjected to the inspee- 
tion of peering eyes, A man comes 
fo a minister with a telegram, and we 
build a mint, and spend $600,000 on 
it; and now we have the mint, and 
we ehall have the loss forever and a 
day lu the meantime our western 
country is crying out for the preserva- 
tion of those things which are essen- 
tial to ite growth and its continued 
prosperity, The minister is not doing 
miuch, though he is doing something 
He takes particular trouble to secure 
uw herd of three or four handred buf- 
falo at immense expense. It is nice 
to have the buffalo, but they will not 
form water reservoirs or keep the for- 
country where they 
should be, All these things have their 
proper place, but it seems to me that 
if we neglect this matter of torest 
preservation, we neglect the greater 
thing while bestowing a great deal of 
pains and cost upon subsidiary things

They 
are not worth reserving or preserving 
unless there is capital and intelli- 
genee and cnergy and opportunity to 
a reasonable degree to turn them two 
account. In the United States at 
the present time and undee present 
conditions, with the stupendous de- 
velopment of population, of wealth, of 
industry which has taken place in 
that country, after having shorn the 
fleece of 99-100 of its value, they 
may very well turn round and adopt 
a policy of preservation, or reserva- 
tion if you like, in regard to the bal- 
ance. The time has come when that 
may very well be a leading poliey of 
tue government of that country. But 
had that policy been adopted = when 
tne United States had only a popula- 
tion of 5,000,000 people, had it) been 
then announced that there would be 
policy Of reservation for the sake of 
preserving the natural resources — of 
that country throughout all its vast 
area, we would have had to wait sev- 
eval thousand years lor the develop- 
ment that has taken place. There 
has been a waste, if you like to cull 
it so of the natural resources of the 
United States, but there has aleo been 
there the most phenomenal develop- 
ment the world has ever seen; and I 
ami under the impression that, for the 
present at any rate, while we should 
have due care for the preservation of 
our natural resources, we should also 
see that there is ample opportunity 
for the employment of capital and 
lubour in the development of — those 
resources and in turning them to ac- 
count us contributions to the wealth 
und prosperity of the country. 

Mr. Foster—At the risk of taking up 
a few moments more | want to put an- 
other view, 1 do not agree with my 
hon. iriend in the main, — 1 still hold 
that reservation is absolutely neces- 
sary for preservation. [ do not mean 
that the government should stretch 
its hand over every bit of natural re- 
sources we have and lock them up 
froin any private or corporate de- 
velopment. That would be the cli- 
max of absurdity. But if you ate go- 
ing to preserve © sufficient amount of 
eur naturel resources, you have to 
begin now, Suppose you give to every 
corporation aud individual with capi- 
tal to invest all our natural resources, 
suppose you hurry to put every bit in 
their hands, what will you have for 
yourself? Now is the time for the 
government to decide what it ought 
to reserve and reserve that portion, 
My hon. friend says, speaking of coal, 
that the goverument cannot make 
these reservations because there are 
coal areas upon them, But it is 
quite possible to reserve your coal 
areas and administer them as they 
ought to be administered, I do not 
think it should be the poli¢gy of any 
geverument to get as many of those 
coal areas us possible into the hands 
of Cupitaliste.

into the hands of our soldiers. In this 
great competition between mation and 


nation, when coal is the only fuel we , 
have left, the last thing in the world) 


that Canada should do is to denude 
itself of its coal areas. Ii we should, 
future generations will curee the 
policy which disembowelled the earth 
of its fuel resourees and distributed 
them to strangers for the sake of the 
little profit obtained at the time. 

I believe that a country has just 
as good a right to defend itself by 
keeping its great coal area to itslei, 
keeping its great coal area to itself, 
—for the same remark applies to these 
—as it has to engage in any other cde- 
fensive measure, Why should we 
hurry and rush to get our timber cut 
down and exported in exchange for a 
small sum of money, when, tor cen- 
turies to come, our own people in in- 
creasing numbers will want timber? 
Rather we should regard this as a 
fund held in trust for the future, and 
we should make it a poliey that not 
one stick of timber shall be taken off 
without making sure that another is 
gxrowing to replace it. Reforestation 
rather than a ependthrift destruction 
for export of these natural resources 
should be the policy of the country. I 
invite my hon. friend to think over 
these things in the night watches, to 
consider what I have said and sce df 
he cannot revise his opinion, and, by 
all means, get a hustle on and reserve 
these water resources, timber resources 
and mineral resources as far ae pos- 
ible. One thing more I would like 
to ask him; is he taking any steps in 
regard to the large forest areas that 
have already gone into private hands, 
So as to have regulations made by 
which these forests shall be perpetu 
aly kept up? They have been granted

What I am trying to impress upon 
the minde of hom. members is that the 
natural resource has not, of itself, any 
value, it is made of value by the ap- 
plication of the energy, intelligence 
and industry of man, so as to meet 
the needs of many in that way and in 
no other. There is a time coming— 
1it possibly has come in the history of 
the United States, and it is coming 
in the history of Canada—when there 
will be a sufficient aggregation of ac- 
cumulated wealth and of population 
and of surplus energy, for a policy 
of reservation and preservation of the 
natural resources that remain to be 
entered upon. But | submit that the 
fact that this time has arrived in the 
history of the United States is no 
evidence that it has arrived in the 
history of Canada. It is, however, 
a fact that we woultl be unworthy of 
our position if we did not learn oy 
the experience of others. Recoguiz- 
ing what has taken place there, we 
may recognize also what has been 
done to couple preservation with en- 
terprise, and that is the object of our 
policy at the present time. We hope 
to achieve a reasonable measure of 
preservation of out natural resources 
vo that they may be turned to useful 
account; not by a“ policy of reserva- 
tion that would prevent them being 
turned to account by the energy, en- 
terprise and industry of our people, 


Any poliey dealing with the dis- 
position of the timber should have ss 
a part of that policy the reproduction 
of the ferest. That is, 1 may say, a 
part of the policy of this government, 
although not yet develcped as highly 
as we hope it will be at some later 
things to 


time There are many : 
learn in regard to this matter. We 
have not yet been able to form a 
scientific system with regard to the 


widely varying conditions prevailing 
over our vast territory. We may be 
going too slowly, ‘but we have to cou- 
sider the public purse, and we do 
not like to ask for large sums until we 
feel that we cat assure parliament 
that we are going to get value fo the 
expendi! are. The timber which — is 
under the control of the Dominion 
government, I may say, is but a com- 
paratively small part of the total 
timbered area of Canada, Under the 
previous regulations the prineiple 
was the same as that which prevails 
in regard to coal, that is to say, that 
the first comer got it on application, 
subject of course to sale by tender. 
But now we hold practically the whole 
of our timber under reservation, and 
we only offer it for sale when we are 
satisfied that the publie interest re- 
quires it. That is an important 
difference between the former system 
jand the present one, Formerly our 
timber was open to the first appli- 
cant, We did not have to put it up, it 
is true, but our practice was that the 
timber was offered to the first appli- 
cant. New we advertise it to the 
world when we think that the public 
interest will best be served by putting 
up any part of it. This system actu- 
ally places the timber under reservae 
tion. 

In regard to the reproduction of the 
forests, or the reforesting of the pre- 
sent forest area, let me say that while 
the forest is valuable and while the 
reproduction of the forest 1s valu- 
able, the land is also valuable for 
agricultua Where there is an area 
of copntry that today is covered by 
merchantable timber that is required 
for the use of the people, and when 
that timber is cleared off the land in 
valuable for farming purposes, it is 4 
question whether we would be 
ranted in all cases in insisting upon 
the reforesting of the area cut off. 
It is no seeret that the Dominion of 
Canada. in its stupendous area, is not 
all fertile; but I do not think T can 
be charged with deerying the country 
when | say that there are also vant 
areas that are not suitable for agricul- 
ture, but whieh, in many are 
covered by timber and in seme cases 
by timber of great vdlue. Now under 
these circumstances if there are in- 
mense areas of country covered by 
timber the land of which is of agri- 
cultural value when the timber is 
cleared off, it would be a fair pro- 
position to say that we should limat 
our efforts at reforestration to some 
extent at least, to those areas that 
are not valuable, or less valuable for 
agricultural purposes. That ds the 
policy of the government There is 
in the railway belt of British Colum- 
bia, where the greater part of the tim- 
ber supply at present available is sita- 
ated, and which is ander the control of 
this government, very limited areas of 
most valuable agricultural land which 
is today covered by timber of great 
value, There is, however, in that 
some area a@& very large proportion of

Mr. Oliver—When the present regu- 
lations were adopted I had in view 
the operation of coal lands in the 
prairie rather than in the mountains 
The operation of coal mines where 
the seams are horizontal and regular 
and the distance below the surface 1s 
not great does uot require such a 
large investment. IT will confess that 
1 had not in mind, to the degree that 
I should have had, the application of 
these regulations to the mountains
